Superintendent's Message . . . 
To The Class of 2001: 


Just a few years ago, many of us watched Lance Armstrong race to first place in the Core States 
Marathon. Then, shortly after that victory, came the bad news. Armstrong had testicular cancer and 
worse, it was spreading. He now had to set aside the grueling training of a professional cyclist for an 
uphill battle far more intimidating than the steepest hill: beating cancer. Just a few years later, Lance 
stunned the sports world by winning the ultimate test of cycling: The Tour De France. Then in July, 
there he was again, clad in the race leader's yellow shirt and swooping through the streets of Paris on his 
way to the finish line and to the victor’s stand. At the awards ceremony, he held aloft not just the 
winner's trophy but his two-year-old son as well. To his friends and fans, the champion’s record has 
made it clear that he never stopped dreaming of who he would be and hoping about what he would do. 
Lance Armstrong didn’t just want to get well; he willed to get better and better. 


Rarely are we privileged to see that kind of triumph like his of human spirit and courage 
overcoming the odds, of his racing again and more importantly of living to father a child, It’s an 
inspiration that we don’t want to waste. The lesson lies not in the literal detail of biking and winning, but 
in the symbolic value of questioning and reaching for something that lies beyond our grasp. 


As this year begins, you and I face our uphill battles and there are plenty of skeptics to tell us to 
stay home because we won't make it. But, the choice is really ours: to do well, to be better, to do best? 
By way of encouragement, I suspect that if you asked Lance Armstrong, he would tell you that the most 
wonderful values of his victories were found not in the trophies but in the trying. My hope for all of us is 
that we will go for the gold in academics, in school activities, in community service and that we will 
triumph in the trying. The carefully revised Paper, the creative project and the hour devoted to tutoring 
a friend comprise the “trying” that lies ahead, and I wish you all the best in your own tour de Somerville.
